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Rhodes Signs Bill 
Ohio’s Medical 
Technicians 
Certified 


COLUMBUS (UPI) - C er­ 
tificatio n c ard s for n early 
12.000 E m ergency M edical 
T ech n ician s 
(EM T) 
w ere 
dropped in the mail today by 
the 
s ta te 
D ep artm en t 
of 
Education after Gov. Jam es A. 
R hodes 
signed 
em erg en cy 
legislation Thursday. 
“We are very, very pleased 
that the General Assembly did 
correct the legislation,” said 
Dr. Franklin B. Walter, deputy 
superintendent of public 
in­ 
struction. 
“We are immediately pro­ 
ceeding with the issuance of 
11,800 additional certificates for 
em ergency service personnel. 
Some w ere placed in the m ail 
as soon as the governor signed 
the bill.” 
Acting with unusual speed, 
the 
G en eral 
A ssem bly 
in 
special session amended a bill 
it had passed in April to allow 
all but 2,700 of the state’s 
17.000 
em erg en cy 
serv ice 
personnel to be certified. 
Without state certification, 
EMTs could have been charged 
with a minor m isdem eanor or 
liable for civil lawsuits. 
The 
e n tire 
leg islativ e 
E 
rocess, from introduction of a 
ill, 
through 
com m ittee 
h e arin g s 
and 
unanim ous 
passage by the House and 
Senate, took slightly less than 
six hours. 
Of 
the 
2,700 em erg en cy 
people left without EMT certifi­ 
cation, W alter said he expected 
m any of them may now subm it 


“ ad d itio n al d o c u m en ts” to 
qualify for certification. 
“P art of the problem ,” said 
W alter, 
“ w as 
not 
having 
enough inform ation.” 
Rhodes, in calling the special 
session about 24 hours before 
House Speaker Vernal Riffe, 
Jr. gaveled 76 representatives 
into their seats at 11:14 a.m ., 
said his office had received a 
“flood” of calls from local 
officials worried that em ergen­ 
cy medical services m ay have 
to be term inated because of the 
problems in im plementing the 
bill. 
The change to the law in­ 
volved the extension of civil 
immunity to all EMTs until 
Aug. 31, 1978, when they m ust 
have 
m et 
the 
m inim um 
training standards. 
The bill eventually passed 
with only two minor am end­ 
ments was worked out late 
Wednesday by Rep. Ken Cox, 
D -B arberton, 
R ep. 
Rocco 
Colonna, D-Brook P ark, and 
representatives 
of an 
EMT 
association, hospitals, the state 
D epartm ent of Education and 
Rhodes. 
The House Local Governm ent 
Committee, chaired by Cox, 
held a two-hour hearing on the 
bill after it was introduced and 
unanimously reported it back to 
the full House where it was 
passed 76-0 three hours after its 
introduction.

EDT, but it 
Jobless 
Rale Up 
Slightly 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - The 
nation’s 
unemployment 
rate 
, edged up slightly in August to 
7.9 per cent, its highest level 
this year, the government said 
today. 
Although last m onth’s 
in­ 
crease was sm aller than in the 
two previous months, the 0.1 
per cent rise constituted the 
third consecutive month that 
the jobless rate has gone up, the 
L abor 
D ep artm en t 
sa id . 
Unemployment went up 0.2 per 
cent in June and 0.3 per cent in 
July. 
The overall 7.9 per cent rate 
is the highest unemployment 
has been since last Decem ber, 
when it was 8.2 per cent, the 
departm ent said. 
The latest jobless statistics 
cast som e doubt on earlier 
adm inistration predictions that 
unemployment will drop below 
7 per cent by the end of the 
year. There will be only more 
unemployment report before 
N ovem ber’s presidential elec­ 
tion and those results could 
play a vital role in the outcome 
of that contest.

Geologist Harold M asursky 
said there is a chance some fog 
may still cling to the rolling 
dunes of sand or dust that or­ 
bital pictures show blanket the 
area. 
The atm ospheric m oisture is 
believed to come from vast 
amounts of ice locked as p er­ 
m afrost in the ground. Some of 
this ice m ay come within a few

It is the presence of extra 
m oisture at Utopia that led 
scientists to the site despite the 
extra risk posed by dunes that 
rise as high as 50 feet and have 
steep, 30 degree slopes. 
"From a point of view of 
biological activity, w ater is 
absolutely 
param ount,” said 
D r. R ich ard Y oung, chief 
program scientist. “On as dry a 
planet as M ars, the M artian 
organism , if it exists, probably 
spends 
m ost 
of 
its 
life 
struggling to hang onto the 
molecule of w ater." 
E ver since Viking l landed on 
July 20, it has produced su r­ 
p rise 
a fte r 
s u rp rise 
and 
scientists expect sim ilar won­ 
ders from the m inilabs aboard 
Viking 2. 
Viking 2, like its predecessor, 
was to break out of orbit with 
rocket power, use a heat shield, 
parachute and landing rockets 
to drop to the surface with the 
im pact no g reater than one 
would get jum ping off a table on 
earth. 
With attention now diverted 
to the second robot, Viking 1, 
which has been on M ars for 45 
days, is

‘T his increased m ileage for 
the holiday m eans increased 
exposure to danger for the 
country’s m otorists and to their

Dayton School Busing 
Unmarred By Incidents 


DAYTON, Ohio (UPI) - The 
second day of Ohio’s first school 
busing program began without 
incident today and a school 
adm inistrator said “we can’t 
believe how quiet it is.” 
The busing p ro g ram for 
14,000 of the Dayton school 
system ’s 41,000 students began 


Thursday with no m ajor prob­ 
lems. 
Some students in grades six, 
seven and eight were bused 
today. Students in grades one 
through five and nine and 10 
began busing Thursday. Stu­ 
dents in grades 11 and 12 will 
not be bused. 


“We can ’t believe how quiet it 
is,” said Susan Kerchewski, 
public information officer for 
the Dayton Board of Education. 
“Everything is going smoothly. 
“ T h ere have been som e 
coo rd in atio n problem s w ith 
buses and students being at the 
right places at the right tim e 


but th at’s about it,” she said. 
The first day of busing went 
so smoothly Thursday that even 
a woman whose husband leads 
an antibusing group said her 
son would attend school next 
w eek. 
Mrs. Dale Wilkins, whose 
husband headed an informal 


group of about 60 antibusing 
parents, kept her seven-year- 
old son out of school Thursday 
because she was afraid for his 
safety. 
But, she said she would send 
her son to school Tuesday after 
seeing that the program is 
apparently working. She said 
the antibusing group 
would 
probably continue to seek 
alternatives to busing. 
School Superintendent John 
B. Maxwell said buses m ade 
about 1,000 stops to pick up “a 
lot of 
giggling, 
vivacious 
youngsters — nothing new on 
opening day.” 
A random sampling of sue 
elem entary 
and 
three 
high 
schools showed an absentee 
rate of 23 per cent, up 18 per 
cent from last y e ar’s first day 
of classes in the sam e nine 
schools. F irst day attendance 
had been projected at 5,143, but 
only 3,942 students were in the 
classroom s Thursday. 
Last year, first day attend­ 
ance was projected 5,716 in the 
nine sam pled schools and 5,421 
students showed up. 
Maxwell said the 23 per cent 
absentee rate does not concern 
him. 
“Especially not when w e’ve 
got a county fair and a state fair 
going on today and a lot of the 
kids are participating through 
4-H and other activities,” he 
said. 


Dr. William Goff, assistant 
superintendent for student ser­ 
vices, said school officials are 
“not going to get uptight about 
any absences caused by pa­ 
rents’ 
fear 
that 
‘something 
might happen.’” 
‘AVe’re extrem ely happy,” 
said M axw ell, adding th at 
opposition to busing is “sm all 
and disorganized.” 
‘T h e whole com m itm ent of 
the community has been the 
key,” said Maxwell. “Where we 
thought w e’d have pickets and 
boycotts, there w ere none.” 
Robert W einman, assistant 
s u p e r i n t e n d e n t 
f o r 
m an ag em en t se rv ic e s, said , 
‘T he key word is patience.” 
Maxwell 
said 
there 
were 
several reasons for the lack of 
incidents on the first day of 
busing. 


He said students and their 
parents had toured the schools 
involved 
and 
talk ed 
w ith 
tea ch e rs before the busing 
started. 


The Board of Education also 
sponsored visits by volunteers 
to homes for students to explain 
the program and to answ er any 
q u estions 
th e stu d en ts or 
parents m ay have. 
The Action Center had 17 
telephone 
lines 
installed 
to 
an sw e r any qu estio n s te le ­ 
phoned in by anxious parents or 
students.

HICKORY CORNERS, Mich. 
(UPI) — The phones suddenly 
went dead in Hickory Corners 
— but not without warning. 
A spokesm an for the tiny 
Hickory Telephone Company 
said Thursday the company 
had stuck to an ultim atum 
issued to som e 75 custom ers 
who are protesting a 54 per cent 
rate hike. 
They w ere told to pay their 
past-due bills or have their 
phones shut off. 
“We had no choice but to 
follow through and disconnect 
their telephones,” said Harold 
V anG undy, 
reg io n al 
plant 


m anager for Telephone and 
Data System s, Inc., which owns 
the B arry County telephone 
firm. 
He said the phones were shut 
off at the com pany’s office but 
equipm ent in the subscribers’ 
homes would not be picked up 
“unless it becomes apparent 
they do not intend to restore the 
service.” 
“We don’t want to aggravate 
m atters,” VanGundy said. “ I 
don’t want to be the bad guy 
any more than I am now."

WASHINGTON - W ayne 
Hays is gone from Congress, 
but the people of Ohio’s 18th 
C ongressional D istrict still 
have someone to go to bat for 
them in Washington. 
The professional and clerical 
staff in H ays’ W ashington office 
and in his field office in St 
Clairsville, Ohio, rem ain on the 
public payroll until a successor 
takes office. 
The staffers report to Ted 
Henshaw, clerk of the House of 
R epresentatives. 
The disposition of the staff for 
a Congressm an who resigns, as 
Hays did, is the sam e as if the 
Congressm an had died. 
‘They will continue to per­ 
form routine office duties,” 
said Robert Coleman, an offi­ 
cial in the Finance Office of the 
House 
This m eaas residents in the 
18th Congressional D istrict who 
have a problem with the federal 
g o v ern m en t, involving such 
things as a Social Security 
check gone astray or a relative 
in the service needing help, can 
call on a casew orker in H ays’ 
form er office to provide needed 
assistance. 
E lain e 
H eslin, 
long-tim e 
office 
m an a g er 
on 
H a y s’ 
Washington staff, will run the 
office in the Capitol, while Jean 
Litten will run the field office in 
St. Clairsville. 
While it is under m anage­ 
m ent of the house clerk, it is no 


longer “W ayne Hays office,” 
acco rd in g to C olem an, but 
instead is the office of Ohio’s 
18th Congressional D istrict 
The day after Hays subm itted 
his resig n atio n , s e c re ta rie s 
were answ ering the phone by 
saying simply 
“good 
after­ 
noon, 
without identifying the 
office 
Charges 
that 
he 
put 
his 
m istress on the public payroll 
caused Hays to relinquish his 
two powerful com m ittee chair­ 
manships, later to say he would 
not seek re-election to a 15th 
term , and finally this week to 
resign from office to block a 
House Ethics Committee probe 
into charges of misdeeds 
Hays' $44,600 Congressional 
sa la ry stopped W ednesday 
when he resigned He is now 
eligible for a pension 
M embers who contribute 8 
per cent of their salary to the 
program , get a pension equal to 
2.5 per cent of their salary for 
each 
y e ar 
they 
serv e 
in 
C ongress. 
H ay s’ 
28 y ears 
qualify 
him 
for an 
annual 
pension of slightly more than 
$30,000. 
William Johnson, retirem ent 
officer in the house sergeant at 
arm s office, said Hays will 
have to apply for the pension, 
and benefits will be paid as soon 
as the Civil Service Commis­ 
sion does the required paper­ 
work. Should he ask that su r­ 
vivors benefits go to his wife, 
who is 30years his junior, Hays’ 
pension will be cut by 10 per 
cent. 


stuck a bum per sticker on a 
company car that said “Sup­ 
port the Hickory Telephone 
P rotest.” 
Jackie Regis, a housewife 
and leader of the organized 
protest group, said she was 
using her phone when it was 
shut off late W ednesday. Others 
found their phones were dead 
the following morning. 
“A lot of people think a 
telephone is a necessity,” Mrs 
Regis said. “ Well it isn’t. We 
can live without them , and if we 
have to, rather than pay those 
outrageous rates, we will.” 
The subscribers refused to 
pay a $16.35 monthly rate, the 
highest in Michigan, which the 
company began charging resi­ 
dential custom ers last Decem ­ 
ber. Most of the protesters have 
continued to pay the old rate of 
$10.60 a month 


With the past-due accounts 
piling up, the company last 
week sent out pink slips giving 
the protesters five days to bring 
their accounts up to date. 


The protesters have fought 
the rate increase since Novem­ 
ber when it was first approved 
by the Michigan Public Service 
Commission They have spon­ 
sored car washes, auctions, 
dances, and paper drives to 
help pay the legal fees. 
Although the protesters lost a 
court suit seeking to have the 
rate rolled back, they won a 
rehearing of the original rate 
increase proposal before the 
MPSC 
A 
decision 
on 
that 
rehearing Is currently pending 


Last December, m ore than 
100 angry subscribers asked to 
have their phones disconnected 
in protest of the rate increase 
Most of the phones were turned 
back on in April for a $15 
reconnection fee. 
VanGundy said the sam e fee 
will be charged this tim e if and 
when the protesters ask to have 
their service restored.

CAPE TOWN, South Africa 
(UPI) — Thousands of m ulatto 
rioters converged on several 
points in this harbor city today 
and police wielding batons fired 
teargas to disperse them in a 
third straight day of antigov­ 
ernm ent upheaval. 
The new rioting coincided 
with the departure of Prim e 
M inister John Vorster for crisis 
talks in Zurich, Switzerland, 
with Secretary of State Henry 
Kissinger on racial confronta­ 
tions in South Africa, Rhodesia 
and 
N am ibia 
(South-W est 
Africa.) 
Riot police in gas m asks 
hurled teargas a t rioters in 
Cape Town’s downtown exclu­ 
sively white areas during the 
busy mid-morning rush nour, 
scattering scores of bystan­ 
ders. 
By late morning, many areas 
of the downtown district were 
v irtu ally 
d eserted . 
P o lice 
w arned civilians to stay in­ 
doors. 
R ioting T hursday sp re ad 
from the city center to the 
segregated mulatto township of 
Hanover where police said they 
killed two rioters. Thursday’s 
violence was the first antigov­ 
ernm ent outbreak in an all- 
white area. 
Witnesses reported a third 
man died of wounds in hospital 
and another man apparently 
hanged 
himself after being 
thrown in jail 
The casualties pushed the toll 
in 10 weeks of racial violence to 
297 persons. 
“I think this is probably one 
of the m ost important missions 
on which a South African prim e 
m inister and foreign m inister 
can go,” Vorster told reporters 
before leaving “The purpose of 
going is to see if we can find 
solutions to the very vexing 


problems in southern A frica." 
A policeman stood guard with 
a subm achine gun outside the 
airport lounge where Vorster 
m et with reporters, who were 
frisked before entering. 
V orster’s departure followed 
by hours the outbreak of an­ 
tigovernment violence — for 
the first tim e—in the all-white 
shopping district of Cape Town 
ana unrest in adjoining mulatto 
suburbs.

Issues Not The Issue 


The Republican party is down so far in the 
polls that it has nowhere to go but up 
I'p it will surely go, if only because Jim m y 
Carter, as the first candidate to be nom inated, 
had the limelight to himself for a month between 
the Democratic and Republican conventions 
E v e ry b o d y loves a winner, and he was the only 
winner around for a while 
The question is 
w hether the Republicans will be able to ascend 
all the way to victory in November, or even close 
to it 
Manv in the Ford cam p are no doubt rem in­ 
ding themselves of the surprise Harrv S. Trum an 
pulled off back in 1948. when he was virtually the 
onlv man in the country who thought he could 
beat Thomas E Dewey — although the spunky 
Missourian was never as overwhelmingly out­ 
classed in the pre-election polls as G erald Ford 
has been thus far. 
Truman was also an unelected president 
seeking a m andate in his own right Trum an had 
the ••do-nothing” Republican 80th Congress to 
run against; Ford has the “do-too-much” Demo­ 
cratic 94th Congress Both faced challengers who 
were state governors and had never been asso­ 
ciated with the Washington establishm ent and 
who vowed to a disenchanted public to restore 
responsible leadership to the national govern­ 
ment. 
The comparison should not be carried too far, 
however Ford is no Trum an, neither is C arter a 
complacent Dewey, and there are other differ­ 
ences between the candidates, the issues and the 
parties of 1976 and those of 1948 
Yet with the nation at peace, with the economy 
fairly prospering and looking better all the time 
and with no great, looming domestic or foreign 
crises, the outcome may well hinge less on these 
differences than on the images the two con­ 
tenders project to the public, even as it did in 
1948 
Thus Ford's apparently last-minute insertion 
in his acceptance speech of a challenge to m eet 
C arter in debate may have been a well-advised 
move 
Using the historic Nixon-Kennedy debates as a 
guide, this would appear at first blush to be of­ 
fering the unfam iliar newcomer an advantage 
But the unsparkling Gerald Ford needs nothing 
so much as a new image, and if he can keep the 
one he showed in Kansas City — snappy, hard­ 
hitting. confident, articulate — he has m ore to 
gain than to lose in a side-by-side appearance 
with his challenger 
The voters may be rew arded with no new 
enlightenment on the issues, but they would 
certainly be better able to com pare the per­ 
sonalities of the two men, and that, it m ust sadly 
be admitted, is usually what counts more than 


the issues, whatever they are 
This is assuming, of course, that a debate or 
debates could be arranged (it would require an 
act of Congress to suspend television’s equal­ 
time ru le ) and that they would not just be care­ 
fully structured press conferences 
We can ignore the vice-presidential sideshow, 
despite the fact that some com m entators have 
suggested that in choosing Sen Robert Dole of 
Kansas, Ford has traded off any chance of 
carrying the South in favor of an aggressive 
infighter w ho w ill harry the Dem ocrats while he 
keeps 
to the 
“high 
road ” 
We 
recall 
no 
presidential candidate who was ever defeated 
because of. but many who were elected in spite 
of. his running m ate 
Beyond all the images and personalities, 
however, what it seems to come down to is this; 
Is there really a conservative, anti-big-govern- 
ment trend abroad in the land, or is that just so 
much noise from an electorate which says one 
thing outside the voting booth and does another 
inside0 
At this stage. Jim m y C arter, as a nonestab­ 
lishment. quasi-conservative who is at the sam e 
time the leader of the party identified with 
liberalism and progressivism . has the best of 
both worlds, and the polls m ay, in fact, have 
alreadv told us the winner in November

J. Edgar's Faults, Virtues 


It is a tribute to the power of 
J. Edgar Hoover to note that 
the press waited two years 
after his death before attacking 
him. Adulation changed to fury 
The sainted abbot of the world’s 
largest monastery became a 
d icta to r, a hom osexual, a 
Peeping Tom who whispered 
sexy secrets 
I knew Hoover for 30 years. 
He invited me onstage to share 
FBI graduation exercises He 
enjoyed reading columns about 
Big John and sent my father a 
birthday card every year. He 
never asked for a favor 
My testimony should not be 
given undue weight However, I 
observed this man over the 
years The old bachelor, I am 
certain, was not a homosexual. 
He was asexual, m arried to his 
own Federal Bureau of Inves­ 
tigation. He reauired nothing 
more of life, and could endure 
nothing less. 
F rom 
1924 
onw ard, 
he 
created the most elite police 
departm ent in history His men 
were the best They are the 
best 
They solved scores of 
thousands of crim es, many of 
which had been muddled by 
local police departm ents 
Diminishing Mercy 
In a sense, Hoover had more 
power than the president Each 
chief executive moved on to 
anonymity after eight years. 
He 
endured 
from 
one 
Administration to another. The 
ironv of his half-century tenure 
is that J. Edgar Hoover ex­ 
tended less mercy to an erring 
S pecial 
Agent 
than 
to 
a 
gangster 
He organized a departm ent 
c alled the C rim e R ecords 
Division Actually, this was his 
••press a ssista n c e ” 
group. 
When I asked for FBI 
in­ 
form ation, I had to see Lou 
Nichols in the old d ay s, then the 
a sc e tic 
C arth a 
D eL oach, 
recentlv Tom Bishop. The only 


time I was refused help was 
when I asked for a Xerox of the 
atom bomb device stolen by 
David Greenglass and given to 
Julius Rosenberg 
The drawing had been im ­ 
pounded by a Federal court. 
O ther 
re p o rte rs 
— 
Don 
W hitehead, W alter T ro h a n / 
J e rry 
O ’L eary , 
Ja m e s 
McCartney — depended upon 
Hoover’s indulgence for inside 
information they could not get 
by digging 
The FBI helped in the in­ 
vestigation of the W atergate 
b u rg lary , even though the 
bureau realized that their in­ 
volvement would be exposed 
The problem with Hoover was 
that he lived too long His head 
became excitable and addled 
He began to order certain 
Special A gents-in-C harge to 
execute 
illegal 
assignm ents. 
Whenever he read something 
critical of the Bureau his blood 
E 
ressure rose to an alarm ing 
eight and he swore that cer­ 
tain w riters and editors "are 
out to get m e.” He determined 
to get them first by ordering 
intensive, tim e-w asting in­ 
vestigations of private lives. 
His searing contempt for Dr 
M artin Luther King was based 
on m iscegenation and D r. 
King's public criticism of the 
FBI In anger. Hoover had the 
tenacity of an overage bulldog 
Right or wrong, he hung on. 
Reporter Jam es McCartney 
exposed the moral weakness of 
the press when he said : ‘‘It was 
impossible for me to conceive 
that the Chicago Daily News 


was willing to print an expose 
that the FBI was a rotten 
organization.” Either way, this 
supports public suspicion that 
the press is not unbiased. 
Hoover wreaked vengeance 
on reporters who used the FBI 
for 
in fo rm atio n , 
but 
who 
refused to be used by Hoover in 
a quid pro quo. Jack Nelson of 
the Los Angeles Times tried to 
do an investigative report of the 
FBI — w hich am ounts to 
probing the probers — and 
found that Hoover shut his 
newspaper off from all 
in­ 
formation. 
Roared Invective 
By late 1971, J. Edgar Hoover 
became erratic. He devoted 
more time to being vengeful 
toward his enemies than to 
cultivating friends At times he 
roared invective, alm ost in­ 
coherently, for over an hour 
The twilight curtain of death 
was 
ap p ro ach in g and 
the 
Director was in a torrent of fury 
trying to protect his baby. 
He punished certain news­ 
p apers and m agazines 
by 
shutting off the sources of in­ 
form ation 
He 
denounced 
certain congressm en as sex 
fiends 
He 
transferred 
FBI 
agents to Montana for minor 
infractions 
He 
weeded 
out 
others who didn’t "m easure 
up.” He wanted most of all to 
live to see the huge J Edgar 
Hoover Building completed on 
Pennsylvania Avenue 
His 
judgment 
failed. 
The 
giant tree had been struck by 
lightning and was toppling in 
slow motion. He’s gone. His 
m istakes will live on So should 
his virtues, one of which is that 
he fashioned with his hands the 
finest law enforcement agency 
in history. 
Presidents Kennedy, Johnson 
and Nixon were afraid to retire 
the old man. Some of the fault 
for what happened lies in the 
White House...

and thereby lost the capacity to 
keep a close eye on "th eir” 
reactor. The spent fuel might 
come from someplace else — in 
which case, if the fuel is not 
under safeguards, Taiwan has 
violated the NPT.Nor is it clear 
ju st

u n safeg u ard ed 
reprocessing facilities, beyond 
its A m erican-supplied “ hot 
cell” research plant, Taiwan 
may have. What is known, 
however, is troubling enough: 
The Republic of China could 
conceivably be on its way to 
becoming a nuclear power...

Nessen said Ford has ‘‘com­ 
plete confidence’’ in Kelley and 
Levi told reporters Kelley is

Ford got in touch with Levi

investigation of FBI corruption 
had involved his government- 
paid home furnishings and gifts 
from subordinates. 
An FBI official revealed that

The FBI official said the 
bureau’s ‘‘executive conferen­ 
ce" of top officials gave Kelley 
on various occasions a $105 
lounge chair, an $84 clock and a 
$95 walnut table, chipping in 
about $15 each.

Grains, pork and cotton were 
the m ajor contributors to the 
deepest farm price decline in 18 
months. It was also the fifth 
month this year farm prices 
fell, a prim ary reason for the 
m oderate consum er price infla­ 
tion rate of about 6 per cent on 
an annual basis.

reductions are being passed to 
consumers, according to the 
A griculture D ep artm en t. It 
said farm ers are getting 25 per 
cent less for beef than a year 
ago, but superm arket prices 
are down only 14 per cent

CHICAGO (UPI) - In the 
early morning hours of Dec. 14, 
1799, George Washington aw ak­ 
ened w ith 
a 
sore 
th ro at. 
Twenty-one hours later, the 
nation's first president was 
dead. 
Now Dr Heinz H E.Scheide- 
mandel, a Falls Church. Va., 
th ro at sp ecialist say s 
the 
disease that killed Washington 
was wrongly diagnosed and 
treated and that Washington 
might have survived if the 
advice of a junior physician had 
been heeded. 
Scheidemandel, in the Ar­ 
chives of Otolaryngology, says 
a study of W ashington’s final 
illness 
indicates1 death 
was 
caused by acute epiglottitis — 
the suffocation-inducing swell­ 
ing of the epiglottis, a flap that 
prevents food from entering the 
windpipe. 
W ashington's physicians list­ 
ed 
the cause 
of death 
as 
cynanche trachealis — a severe 
sore throat, after discarding an 
initial diagnosis of a throat 
abcess. 
S c h e i d e m a n d e l 
s a i d 
Washington got drenched by 
rain inspecting his farm on 
Dec. 13, 1799, and awakened 


between 2 and 3 a.m. the next 
morning with a sore throat and 
breathing difficulties. 
Three physicians were called 
— including Dr. Elisha Cullen 
Dick, 32. 
The 
trea tm e n t 
including 
heavy bleeding of the patient — 
a c u sto m ary , 18th C entury 
treatm ent — and medication 
that Washington almost choked 
to death trying to swallow. He 
died at 11:30 p.m. at age 67. 
Dick had suggested a tra ­ 
cheostomy, making a surgical 
airw ay in the throat, but it had 
never been tried in America 
and the older doctors decided 
the risk was too high. 
“It is of interest to note that 
in spite of all the advances of 
modern medicine in the last 200 
years, this em ergency would 
have been treated the sam e 
way 
then 
as 
now .”

Scheidem andel. 
“ Only 
the

The greatest danger is in Los 
Angeles area woodlands, which 
received the least rain and will 
get the heaviest use during the 
Labor Day weekend 
Drought cut into projected 
bum per crops in the central 
Midwest, forcing crop projec­ 
tions drastically downward. 
August was the driest month 
in 104 years in Iowa — the 
nation's top corn producer. The 
N ational 
Corn 
Growers 
Association, headquartered at 
Boone, Iowa, said the corn belt 
drought has reduced projec­ 
tions of the 1976 corn crop below 
the record 1975 harvest. The

term ed

reduction in the 1976 estim ate 
“shocking.” 
The Agriculture Department 
reported earlier this week that 
‘‘hot, dry conditions in m uch of 
the nation’s midsection placed 
unrelenting stress on corn and 
soybeans, particularly in the 
western north central states.” 
The drought was centered in 
South Dakota, Iowa, Nebraska 
and M innesota but also has 
affected crops in portions of 
Wisconsin and Illinois.

fall. 
He said Hayes told him in his 
mother’s kitchen that he and 
his family would be able to go to 
the Rose Bowl if he signed up 
with Ohio State. 
“ We were all sitting around 
in my family’s kitchen and then 


got to talking about the Bose 
Bowl,” said Vielhaber, accord­ 
ing to the State Journal. 
“ My mom or sister...asked 
about the Rose Bowl and Woody 
said not to worry about it. 
‘“ Don’t worry,” ’ Vielhaber 
quoted 
Hayes 
as 
saying. 
“ ‘You’ll be able to go. We can 
take care of that. We have the 
funds to take care of families.’”

Don’t use old 
nitroglycerine 


By Lawrence E. Lamb. M.D. 


D EAR DR LAM B - What 
effects do nitroglycerine 
tablets dissolved under the 
tongue have on people with 
heart trouble? It seems to br­ 
ing relief. I would like to know 
how this is brought about and 
how much is it safe to take? 
D EA R R E A D E R - The 
principle use of nitroglycerine 
tablets under the tongue is to 
relieve transitory chest pain 
from heart disease. The 
tablets lose their effec­ 
tiveness quickly if not stored 
properly. They should be kept 
in a tightly sealed glass bottle 
from your pharm acist. A 
plastic container will not do. 
When the bottle is opened, 
take out a few for your needs 
and keep the rest in a tightly 
closed bottle inside the 
r e f r ig e r a t o r . 
A 
fresh 
workable 
tablet should 
produce a distinct burning 
sensation under the tongue. 
Never use tablets that have 
been removed from the bottle 
for longer than a week. 
Nitroglycerine causes mus­ 
cle fibers to relax, mostly the 
type of muscle we call smooth 
muscle. Those are the in­ 
voluntary muscles that are in 
the walls of the blood vessels 
and also in the disgestive 
tube 
As the tiny smooth muscles 
in the veins relax, the veins 
expand and trap a larger 
amount of blood. There is less 
blood returned to the heart 
from the veins. The heart 
doesn’t pump as much blood 
as before and the heart mus­ 
cle works less. 
The heart pain is caused by 
the heart muscle working too 
hard in comparison to the 
amount of circulation it is 
receiving. When the heart 
work is decreased the pain 
goes away. You are right. It 
works and is effective 
medicine. 
N itroglycerine also has 
other effects — some minor 
decrease in tone of the large 


arteries, and it even affects 
the mineral migrations, par- 
ticularly potassium, in the j 
cells of the heart muscle dur­ 
ing an attack of heart pain. It L 
will also reverse the changes 
in the electrocardiogram that - 
are associated with some at­ 
tacks of heart pain. 
Sometimes the effects of , 
nitroglycerine can mislead 
the doctor. The emphasis is on 
it$ role in relieving heart pain. 
It will also relieve pain from 
esophageal muscle spasm. 
Since 
esophageal 
spasm 
causes chest pain similar to 
heart pain it is easy to fall into 
the trap of thinking the relief J 
of pain proves it was heart * 
pain when in fact that may not 
be the case. 
v 
Occasionally nitroglycerine 1 
can cause a major drop in 
blood pressure. This can be an 
adverse reaction at the onset 
of a heart attack. For this 
reason nitroglycerine should 
only be used by the patient to 
relieve short recurrent 
anginal pains or to prevent 
them. I do not recommend 
that a patient take them when 
they have chest pain for the 
first time in months or the 
chest pain lasts more than 
seven or eight minutes. Take 
only one. Too often new or 
different or prolonged pain is 
a full blown heart attack and 
not just angina. The thing to 
do is call your doctor, not try 
to treat yourself. 
To help you separate the 
differences between heart at­ 
tacks and the transitory 
anginal pains I am sending 
you The Health Letter number 
2-10, Heart Attack, Myocar­ 
dial Infarction, Angina Pec­ 
toris.

SAN FRANCISCO (U P I) —

newsmen have lost another 
round in their attempt to avoid 
jail on contempt charges for 
refusing to disclose a news 
source. 
The 
California 
Supreme 
Court Thursday cleared the 
way for their indefinite jail 
terms by refusing to listen to 
appeal arguments. However, a 
source said the Bee would seek 
a stay from US.Supreme Court 
Justice William Rehnquist. 
The court denied a petition 
for hearing and vacated a stay 
granted Aug. 4 when the court 
said it would determine wheth­ 
er to listen to arguments by the 
newsmen. 
The state Supreme Court 
decision meant the case would 
return 
to 
Fresno 
County 
Superior Court Judge Hollis 
Best who will given them a date 
on which to report to jail. 
The newsmen had argued 
that indefinite sentences were 
coercive and would become 
punitive after five days since 
they had no intention of ever 
disclosing their source. 
The four were 
Managing 
Editor George Gruner, former 
City Editor James Bort Jr. and 
reporters Joe Rosato and 
William Patterson. They had 
invoked California’s “ shield 
law” which permits reporters 
to withhold their sources. 
The Superior Court had held 
that this did not apply to 
withholding 
sources 
when 
asked by judges.

Southern California 
Calvin, who in 1961 discov­ 
ered the complex chemistry of 
photosvnthesis, 
says 
he 
believes gasoline for running 
ears 
and 
trucks 
can 
be 
produced in abundant quantity 
from certain plants 
He told a meeting of the 
American Chemical Society 
Wednesday 
that such 
trees 
could grow in areas unsuitable 
for crops and estimates 
a 
possible gasoline yield of "25 
barrels per acre per year 
The University of California 
chemist savs the fuel could be 
made from plants of the genus 
euphorbia, which produce a 
milkv juice called latex — a 
hvdr’ocarbon chemicially simi­ 
lar to petroleum 


He cited the rubber tree as an 
example of the family of plants 
that could be grown on oil 
plantations in the southwestern 
United States and in other 
countries with tropical and 
temperate climates 


The rubber tree, Calvin said, 
•produces 
hydrocarbon 
directly with an efficiency 
almost as great as sugar cane 
for 
making 
carbohydrate 
Rubber, however, has a high 
molecular weight, causing it to 
coagulate and become solid 


"If we could decipher that 
mechanism and control it so 
that we might create a smaller 
hydrocarbon molecule, 
we 
might be able to generate a 
gasoline tree,” Calvin told his 
fellow chemists.

21, 1896. Columbiana 
Board of Trade favors the 
extension of the electric road 
from Youngstown to Colum­ 
biana, Leetonia, Lisbon, and 
thence to the Ohio River. 
February 
28, 
1896—The 
Columbiana Ledger says that 
Jacob S. Lehman has sold his 
farm, situated on the Salem 
Road, to Wm. Nichols and 
purchased a part of his father’s 
farm north of town. Mr. Leh­ 
man will continue to dispense 
lacteal fluid to the people of 
Columbiana. 
The 
new 
Presbyterian 
Church at Lisbon, one of the 
finest structures in the country, 
will be dedicated next Sunday. 
Rev. J.D Moffat of Washington, 
Pa., a native of Lisbon, will 
preach the dedication sermon. 
March 
6, 
1896—Salem 
Republicans have nominated J 
D.Fountain-for mayor and W W 
Hole for city solicitor. Both are 
good men. 
The Columbiana Ledger has 
completed its first year under 
the present management and it 
is no flattery to say that Editor 
Newell makes one of the 
newsiest local papers in old 
Columbiana. 
The Salem News says Isaac 
Barber of Winona has in his 
possession a calf- which is a 
freak of nature. It’s hind legs 
are on its back, while the front 
ones are in their 
natural 


position. He expects to send it to 
a taxidermist to have it stuffed. 
Petitions circulating in all 
towns of Columbiana County 
ask for reductions of salaries. 
Over 4,000signatures have been 
received. Columbiana County 
pays out $50,000 per year in 
salaries. 
The East Palestine Reveille 
Echo, which travels in the high

newspapers, has entered upon 
its third year. 
March 13, 1896 — At a sale of 
fancy stock in Salem the other 
day cows sold at from $40 to 
$220 a head.

They 
were arrested and fined. The 
teacher is determined to break 
up the nest of disturbers. 
March 20, 1896 — Several of 
Salem’s old gentlemen were 
assembled in L.L.Shoemaker’s 
store one day last week, says 
the Herald. L.L.Shoemaker, 80 
years on Sunday next, Lewis 
Keen, 78, George S. Hunt, 77, 
Dr. Yates, 74, Oliver Stanton, 
74, Wm. Keen, 73. Their ages 
aggregate 456 years. 
March 27, 1896 — Ten pupils 
will 
graduate 
from 
the 
Columbiana Schools this year. 
The senior class of the Salem 
High School competed for a 
prize, a fine atlas of the world, 
offered by the Daily News, 
writing an article on some 
timely subject. The contestants 
numbered ten, and Geo. Cooper 
was fortunate enough to win. 
April 26, 1896—Leetonia has 
lost one of its most desirable 
industries. The pottery of 
Cartwright & Green has been 
closed and dismantled and the 
machinery shipped to East 
Liverpool. 


The Lisbon Journal says 
Charley Underwood, brakeman 
on the Erie Local, met with a 
serious accident at Wash­ 
ingtonville Thursday. He was 
on top of a box car making a 
running switch when the car he 
was on received a sudden jolt, 
and he was thrown off and over 
a steep embankment at the side 
of the track. He landed on his 
feet with such force that the 
muscles and tendons in one of 
his 
ankles 
were 
terribly 
lacerated and sprained and he 
will be laid up two or three 
months as a result of his in­ 
juries. 


April 
17, 
1896—The 
hangman’s knot will be out of 
style in Ohio after July 1. 
Electricity will be employed in 
putting murderers to sleep. 


The P. M. & C. RaHroad 
running out of Lisbon was sold 
by the sheriff Monday to the old 
company for $80,000 


April 24, 
1896—The usual 
peace and quiet of Damascus 
was disturbed one night last 
week when 25 citizens got after 
Elmer Irey, gave him a coat of 
tar and feathers and told him to 
forever make himself scarce in 
that locality, unless he wanted 
to stretch hemp. Last winter 
Irey induced Mrs. Geo. Eulitt to 
elope with him. The couple 
lived for a time at Louisville 
and Berlin Center, but recently 
anchored at Damascus. To this 
the citizens objected and now 
Irey’s address is unknown. 


May 1, 1896 — A. M. Carr of 
Salem last week sold a herd of 
50 Jerseys at an average of $100 
a head. The highest price paid 
for a cow was $160, and for a 
bull $400. 


Leetonia's Board of Trade is 
angling for a Mineral Point 
concern which manufactures 
all kinds of edged tools, steel 
castings, etc., and may induce 
it to move its plant. 
The Salem Herald says: Last 
Friday evening as C. H. Betts 
was wheeling down East Main 
Street on his bicycle, he 
collided with a two horse rig 
near the post office. He was 
going at considerable speed and 
turned to the ¡eft to escape the 
rig but at that moment the 
driver pulled across the car 
track and Betts went up against 
the horses. He was thrown 
violently from his machine and 
it looked for a moment as 
though the horses were kicking 
the life out of him, as he was 
right under their feet. He was 
badly but not seriously bruised 
and the machine was con­ 
siderably damaged if not 
rendered worthless. The rider 
may consider himself fortunate 
that his life was not kicked out 
of him. 
How time gallops! Already a 
third of 1896 is history.

May 15, 1896 — Prof. Myers, 
who is conducting a musical 
convention at Washingtonville, 
gave a free lecture Sunday 
evening on “ Congregational 
Singing.” 
May 22, 1896 — Leetonia High 
School closes June 4. There are 
six graduates - three of each 
sex
